Mr. Jones wired the rep.v , nt. *,ives 


here on substance as follows:

for fusion in Georgia." Toe repi.. was in 
substance: "Populists in Georgia don't 
want fusion; they demand surrender." 
Jones again wired. "If those are the facts 
use your judgment." 


It appears from this that the general 


plan of fusion is satisfactory to the Popu- 
lists which has been agreed upon between 
Jones and Woshburn and that Georgia 
alone stands in the way of consummation. 


Mr. Watson speaking at Gadseden, 


Alabama, said: "If Bryan is defeated the 
fault will be with the Democrats not the 
Populists.

At the meeting of Berkshire council, 


Royal Arcanum, Monday evening, there 
was present to help entertain the mem- 
bers with musical selections a young 
colored man 
from 
Fitchburg, who, 


according to his own story, has had con- 
siderable experience for one of his years. 
His name is John Duke Ross and he Is 
21 years of age. 


Mr. Ross said he wpa born in Cuba, fifty- 


one miles from Havana, and that he lived 
there till he was IS years old. He was in 
the Spanish navy a little over two years, 
and after the breaking out of the war he 
was in active service in the insurgent 
army for eight months, being a member 
of Maceo's advance guard. He partici- 
pated in seven battles. 
The longest 


engagement lasted five hours and the men 
fought hand to hand for one hour and 
thirteen minutes. 
The insurgents won 


the fight and captured a lot of Spanish 
guns. 


Mr. ROBS says he did duty as a spy, 


and on his second trip Into the enemy's 
lines he wa-< arrested and condemned to 
be burg. He realized that he was in a 
tight position, but set up the claim that 
he was an American citizen. He had at- 
tended the World's Fair at Chicago and 
was consequently able to display some 
knowledge of this country, arid with the 
help of some American citizens in Cuba 
he cleared himself and left the island for 
Key West. He located in Fitchburg last 
January and lias since lived in that city. 


Mr. Ross plays the guitar and the har- 


monica, and is quite skillful as a musician. 
His guitar lie said, belonged to his 
brother, who was killed by his side in the 
Cuban army, being shot through the 
abdomen. His brother was carrying tha 
guitar strapped to his back, but the in- 
strument was not hit by the bullet. Ross 
took the guitar and marched on. 
At 


that time he could not play the instru- 
ment, but he learned later and is now 
able to manipulate it with fine effect. 


The young man give the council good 


music, and those who heard the story of 
his adventures were much interested by 
it. He showed a big sear on his right 
arm which he received in battle, but he 
considers that the narrowest escape he 
ever had was that from being hung as a 
spy.

Frederick F, Wilcox, 


Frederick Francis Wilcox, aged64y^ftn, 


died at his home, 22 Liberty street, this 
morning of apoplexy. The end was not 
unlocked for, yet its suddenness was a 
surprise to his acquaintances and friends. 


Mr. Wilcox was born in Halifax, Vt., in 


July, 1832, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liard Wilcox. When he was ten years of 
age lie removed with his parents to this 
city and, with the exception of three 
years spent in Illinois, he had always 
resided here. When a young man he 
was employed for several years as clerk 
for A. K. Richmond iri the Richmond 
house, and later as clerk in the American 
house in Fittsfleld. In later years he bad 
given his attention to the care of cis real 
estate, of which he owned considerable in 
the North part of this city until he sold it 
a year or two ago to the hospital at a 
price which left room for a substantial 
gain to that institution. 


He sustained a slight shock in July, 1895, 


but recovered from the effect in a few 
months and was apparently as well as 
ever. His health had been about as usual 
until three weeks ago. He waa about the 
house and neighborhood Thursday even- 
ing and retired at 9 o'clock in his usual 
health. At 10 o'clock he suffered his 
second shock and did not regain conscious- 
ness. The end came at 5 o'clock this 
morning. 


Mr. Wilcox was well known in this city 


and his generosity and kindheartedness 
made him many friends. 
A brother, 


Royal Wiloox of Wilmington, Vt., and a 
sister, Mrs. Maranda Hall of Marquoketa, 
Iowa, survive him.

Spoken by Rev. J. C. Tebbetts at Wal- 


lace Freeman's Funeral. 


At the funeral of Wallace Freeman 


Thursday afternoon Rev. J. C. Tebbetts, 
rector of St. John's church, spoke of the 
deceased as a friend and neighbor. 
He 


said: 


"There are times to speak and times to 


keep silence; times too full of solemnity to 
speak, and when words may he an inflic- 
tion and not a comfort. 
This would 


seem to be such a time. 


"Grief is a sacred thing,—a thing to be 


sheltered and protected rather than ex- 
posed,—a thing to be taken into the qniet 
chamber with God, thereto find its own 
peculiar comfort, or to be taken into the 
family circle and there, by being shared, 
to find its better consolation, yet by the 
quiet sympathy of kindred souls rather 
than by outward demonstrations or pro- 
testations. 


"This assembly in such a family, gath- 


eren together to bring and to claim its 
share in a common sorrow and express 
its love and sympathy one towards an- 
other. Not, however by eulogy, not by 
outward manifestations or coisy dernoa- 
stratious, like the lamentations of ihe 
hired mourners of old time", but as is 
fitting in the cahr., still presence of Ood, 
and to communicate "vvliiit each hcs re- 
ceived of tlie divine nomi'ort as Jesus did 
in the homes of tb 3 Holy Land. And yet 
thoughts will crowd upon us and find 
utterance at such a time, and past associa- 
tions will reappear and clothe themselves 
with words which may be fitly spoken in 
God's audience chamber for our niutii?.! 
comfort. 


"My thoughts-are with my kind friend 


and neighbor—as such only I knew him. 
Not in my pastoral relations, not in my 
business relations, bnt simply as a friend 
and neighbor whose warm, genial spirit 
and broad, cultured mind it was always a 
pleasure to meet. Enriched by travel, 
even when in pursuit of health, ind by 
well directed study, and broadened by 
contact with educated people of his own 
and other lands, he was like a tree full of 
fruit—yet not too high to be reached. 
His branches reached down over his 
neighbor's wall. 


"Such men, however quietly they may 


live, are the leaven of their community. 
Contact with them cannot but extend 
itself to others even, who know them not 
and influence them for good. It is one of 
God's ways of making the world better 
and richer, and if I were to draw a lesson 
for you from what I know of my friend 
departed It would be this:—Show to those 
who live next door,—not in the next 
street, not in the next town, not in an- 
other city, but next door,—the kindness 
of neighborlinfiss and let the fruit you 
have gathered by contact with men and 
books and tbe world and with God reach 
over into your neighbor's life. So may 
you serve God and one another which is 
the sum of all our duties."

ABOUT GOVERNOR POWNALL, 


A Good Man and Warm Friend of the 


American Colonies. 


EDITOR TBANSCEIPT:—I read with in- 


terest in Wednesday's TRANSCRIPT the let- 
ter ot Thomas Powuall, addressed to 
Major General Johnson. 
General John- 


son is more widely known as Sir William 
Johusou, who was a great power for many 
years among the Iriqnois, or Five Nations 
of tho Indians. 
Thomas Fownall was 


governor of Massachusetts Colony from 
1757 to 1760. Afterward he was governor 
of New Jersey, and still later of South 
Carolina. He was a genial and cultured 
man and a true frjend of the American 
colonies in their resistance to the en- 
croachment of the 
British 
ministry, 


though he was not enough advanced to 
suit bluff old Sam Adams, who called him 
a "Fribble," whatever that may mean. 
But that he was popular is shown by the 
fact that Pownal in Vermont and Pownal 
in Maine were named for him. 
After 


his return to England he entered parlia- 
ment where he served for many years, 
and was distinguished by his champion- 
ship of the cause of America, and opposi- 
tion to the ministry during the whole of 
our Revolutionary war.

and Their Poverty. 


RIDICULOUS WAGES PAD, 


Compared With the Laborer In 


This Country. 


CAUSES OF HARD TIMES." 


To contemplate the result of Bryan's 


possible election is startling. The terri- 
ble consequences to business can hardly 
be comprehended. 


Mr. Bryan stands pledged to sell no 


more bonds to keep up the goli reserve, 
to pay in silver the principal and interest 
on government bonds, to redeem the out- 
standing paper money in silver, and to 
pass as speedily as possible a free coin- 
age act. 


What would the consequence? 
be? 


Since the gold in the treasury would not 
suiH^e, by about -00 million dollars, to 
pay the greenbacks and treasury notes 
tht, last 200 million dollars outstanding 
would have lo be paid in silver. Since our 
national bank notes are redeemable in 
greenbacks, all of these would also tall 
to a silver basis. The election of Bryan 
\vov:ld put this country on a free silver 
basis t3 soon as the gold reserve was ex- 
hausted, and without waiting for the 
postage of fl free coinage act. 


All debts, except where otherwise stipu- 


lated «ou!ct then be paid in silver. 


In amicipatson of this result foreign 


capitalists having money loaned out for 
balances due them here would on No- 
vember 5 cable their American corre- 
spondents to call in loans and remit bal- 
ances. Tnese correspondents would make 
lieav V drafts upon the banks and would 
be among the first at the national treas- 
ury to draw gold, which alone can be 
userl in making foreign remittances. 


In order to meet this drain upon their 


cash balances tiie banks would be com- 
pelled to collect moneys due them from 
tneir customers. 


Moreover, since the principal and inter- 


est of United States bonds would then he 
pjy*l>le in silver, as well as all dividends 
on stocks, 
loreignei& would dispose i 


largely of their holiiint-s in both of these 
classes of securities, and thus compel still 
further large remittance^ of gold abroad. 


The example set them by ioreigners 


would be followed by all American cred- 
itors who urei'er gold to silver dollars 
including those wao advocate the free 
coinage of silver but make their own 
mortgages, leases, and notes 'payable in 
gold. If gold could not be obtained from 
the treasury they would buy sterling 
exchange or exchange on Canada, thus 
compelling further exports of gold. 


The enormous demand for money thus 


created would bring on a stringency in 
the money market, which would be the 
occasion not merely of litigation, but of 
a general run upon the banks. 


In the cities, wbere combined action is 


possible, the banks would suspend. The 
country banks, although solvent, unless 
thry could 
devise 
some practicable 


iii< - od of suspension of payments would 
fai. 


Gold would go to a premium and be 


exported or hoarded. 


The disappearance of all our gold and 


the drop in the value of silver and of 
paper redeemable only in silver would 
contract the currency to one-third its 
present volume. According to Circular 
No. 123 of the United States Treasury De- 
partment (page 27), the stock of money in 
the United States July 1,1896, was made 
up of there items: (1) ?500,10D,ODO gold, 
all of which would disappear under the 
operation of a free coinage act; (2) $625,- 
600,000 silver, which would Immediately 
shrink to its bullion value of one-half; (3) I 
|383,300,000 uncovered paper, which would 
also, when redeemable in depreciated 
silver, lose half its value. The value ot 
the currency left would be $501,450,000, 
and the amount of silver required to re- 
place the deficit occasioned by a chaagi 
in the standard of valuation would be 
$1,104,5£0,000.

Laborer Remains Poor. 


The Mexican laborer is apparently 


content with tho fonr bare walls of his 
10 foot square adobe hut, with nothing 
inside but the ground to sleep on, a 
shawl or blanket to cover or wrap him- 
self up in, a dish of tortillea (corn pan- 
cakes) and frejoles(beans) for his frugal 
meal, and in a largo number of cases a 
little pig, a dog and a chicken or two 
of tli3 gamecock order sharing his scant 
quarters, while the American laborer 
across tho line has all tho comforts of 
home and many of the luxuries of life. 


Wages in Mexico, except to skilled 


and steady mechanics—always foreign- 
ers—are very low. On railroads engi- 
neers (Americans) on passenger trains 
receive $210 per month, whilo the fire- 
men (Mexicans) receive $1.85 per day; 
freight engineers (Americans), $350 per 
month; firemen (Mexicans), fl.50 to 
$1.75 per day; passenger conductors 
(Americans), $160 per month; btake- 
ruen (Mexicans), $1.50 per day; freight 
conductors 
(Americans), 
$200 per 


month; brokemen (Mexicans), $57 to 
$US per mouth; Pullman conductors, 
$SO per month (American money), and 
the porters $38 per month (American 
money), with $5 per month extra for 
being able to talk Spanish. The national 
soldiers (or regular army) of Mexico, 
called rurales, and who are all ex-ban- 
dits, receive $1 per day. 


In a broom factory near the depot, at 


.Tiiiiiiicz, the men 3re paid 60 cents, 
women and children 25 to 87 J^ cents 
per day. In the cotton mills, cottonseed 
011 mills and soap factory at Torreon 
men are paid .17% to 50 cents, and 
women and children 25 cents per day. 
A carcador (public carrier) has a rate of 
12 ^ cents per hour, but you can hire 
him for from 25 to 27^ cents per day. 
At Leon, whore nearly all the leather 
goods in Mexico are manufactured, the 
peon gets his leather cut for shoes, har- 
ness or other goods to be made by him 
and takes the material to his hut, where 
the whole family assists him, tho same 
as in tho sweatshops of Chicago. For 
making shoes he receives $1 and upward 
per dozen pairs. On the other leather 
goods he receives 87^ to 50 cents per 
day for his labor, working as long as 
daylight lasts, averaging 12 to 14 hours 
per Oay. 


Common laborers can be hired for 18 


to f>0 cents per day. House servants, 
male or female, receive $3 to §6 per 
month and buurd themselves. In or near 
cities peous live in adobe houses mid 
pay a rental of ?3 a year for the ground 
that the house stands on. When leaving 
this for another location, all "improve- 
ments" tho peon has made go to the 
landlord or owner of the laud, who pays 
no taxes whatever on the laud. A man's 
chief urticlo of dress is his sombrero, 
often costing ais much as $35 (which is 
bought on the iiis-tailment plan), while 
the buhincr of his clothing would make 
a crazy qnllt tarn green with envy, ow- 
ing lo its variety of colors and assort- 
ment of patches, making it a hard prob- 
lem to sulvo as to which is the original 
garment aiid which the patch. No stock- 
ings uro worn by either ECS, and only 
about cue-third v.'car sandals, which are 
made from a piece of sole leather and 
tied to the feet with straps. These san- 
dals cost from 13 to 20 cents per pair. 
The average cost of tha necessities of 
life for a peoa family of five is 25 cents 
per clay, and clothing for the same costs 
about §20 per year 


The day's work in Mexico runs from 


10 to 14 hours. The bakers work 20 
hours, nzid workmen who take work to 
their homes work as many hours as they 
please. The Mexican laborer's work is 
easy compared with the American la- 
borer, excert the carrier, who bears 
enormous burdens on his back all day 
without manifesting fatigue. Tho ques- 
tion of shorter hours to Mexico is a loag 
way off for a country in which labor is 
eo cheap and plentiful that it is offered 
as an inducement to bring foreign capi- 
tal in, and its toilers will be compelled 
to work as many hours as they are phys- 
ically able, and thanks to organized la- 
bor or the American workingman would 
be in the same condition today as his 
Mexican brother. The haciendas, or 
plantations, are owned by the very rich 
and cover an area of from 10 to 100 
square miles. Farming and agricultural 
implements are very primitive. 
The 


plow iq a crooked stick or beam and 
scratches the ground to a depth of three 
or four inches. This plow is drawn 
by two oxen, and the harness is a broad 
strap or rope passing over the forehead 
instead of thb shoulders of the oxen. 
Planting is done by poking a hole in 
the ground with a stick, dropping the 
corn into it, and the seed is covered by 
the peon in stepping from hole to hole. 
On these immense tracts of land tho 
natives, or peons, have lived for cen- 
turies and are forced to buy all their 
necessities of life at the haoiendado's 
(landowner's) truck store. 
On the 


hacienda the peon gets from 18 to 25 
cents a day for his wtirk, and a hut to 
live in if he builds it himself. The peon 
gets no money except on feast days and 


Mre. John 15. Henderson Explains What 


They Arc. 


Of course there are many causes for 


the present hard times. There are three 
principal ones, with the mention of a 
fourth. The free silver agitation itself 
ranks first, for the mainspring of com- 
merce is oonfldeuoe, or credit The in- 
vestment of money starts the vast ma- 
chinery of business. Who oarea to sow 
dollars of gold to reap dollars of silver 
at 49 per cent los»? What merchant 
would buy cloth with the prospect of 
the yardstick being legally changed! 
Money is better, without interest, in the 
banks than that, and there it is today. 
The want of money is not the cause of 
hard times. The banks are full of it It 
is because no one wishes to use it in 
business. 


A second reason is the recklesa specu- 


lation of the last few years. Westerners 
have borrowed from every source to 
build business blocks, whole tovns, 
railroads, etc,, for speculative purposes 
only. Money has been used for every 
sort of "boom" at any sort of price. 
The natural resources of the west are 
vast enough, and the proper develop- 
ment of them is desired by the whole 
country. What adds prosperity to ono 
state adds luster to all. But it is more 
than a pity for their future if to wild 
and reckless speculation the spirit of re- 
pudiation is to bo added. 


The third reason for hard times is 


the overproduction of grain, with a dis- 
regard of all tho laws of supply and de- 
mand. We have produced vnsi quanti- 
ties of grain, almost enough'to supply 
the world. In 1871 we raised 230,000,- 
000 buihels of wheat, to bo increased to 
611,000,000 bushels in 1891. In the 
last few years vast sections of coun- 
try heretofore considered deserts—the 
steppes of the Himalaya mountains, the 
boundless plains of Patagonia, the bor- 
ders of tho Black sea—are now vast 
fields of grain. The winter freezes the 
earth to the depth of three or four feet. 
At the first thaw of spring the surface 
is plowed and drilled in wheat, tho 
Bummer supplies further moisture, and 
by August, rain or shine, a product of 
20 to 35 bushels of grain to the acre is 
secured. 
Russia, India and South 


America have all imported our im- 
proved agricultural machinery, all of 
which has conspired to make the world's 
product of wheat about 8,500,000,000 
bushels. This is largely more than the 
world demands. 


Several years ago the farmers in our 


eastern states had to curtail their farm- 
ing operations and go into other busi- 
ness on account of the broader acres 
and richer soil of the western states, 
and now the western states must follow 
this example on account of the cheaper 
labor and increased supplies of other 
countries. 


Do not let us forget that !f5)00,000,000 


is spent each year for liquor, and if the 
workingmeu had placed their liquor 
money in railroad stocks instead they 
might now own all the railroads in the 
country.—Mary F. Henderson.

Deeply Laid Plot. 


The plot that resulted in the murder 


of Mr. Andrus was unquestionably 
deeply laid. The plotter was evidently 
an ingenious rascal. 
In searching 


the building yesterday for evidence this 
was made manifaat. Near the window 
Where the bomb was exploded was 
found a coil of wire. Tracing it it was 
found that wires ran down through a 
hole in the floor, used for the gas pipe, 
into the cellar. Upon going down there 
the searchers found, directly under the 
office where Mr. Andrus was killed 
four small dry batteries to which the 
wires were attached. The .batteries 
rested on a plank connected with a 
large icebox near by. Both the wires 
and batteries were new and showed 
evidence of having been placed in posi- 
tion within a few days. The searchers 
at once began a thorough investigation 
of this contrivance, the result of which 
proved beyond doubt that Mr. Andrus 
was murdered deliberately. The wires 
were conducted to the wall at the rear 
end of the cellar and down to an old 
fashioned furnace. Hese was where the 
absasbin's ingenuity displayed itself. 
These wires were so arranged by 
running one over a protruding bolt on 
the furnace with a weight attached, 
that by pulling a string which was at- 
tached to one of the wire and ran out- 
side the building the uninsulated ends 
of the wires came in contact and a cir- 
cuit was created. 
As the wires led 


up to the office and connected with the 
bomb, it was easy for the assassin to 
explode it at his will. As Mr. Andrus 
could not be seen from the window 
where this cord was worked it is be- 
lieved that the murderer was familiar 
with his routine duties and was well 
aware that Mr, Andrus was in the 
room when the bomb was set off. 
^ 
Knew tile PremUu* Well. 


It has been declared that if murder 


were done the murderer was in some 
way connected with the institution. 
This would seem to be borne out by 
the fact that the cord attached to this 
wire was identical with that used in 
the various parts of the works. And, 
further, that the frame of the bomb 
was similar to material used about tho 
factory. It is pretty clearly estab- 
lished that whoever devised the elec- 
trical contrivance knew a great deal 
about explosives- and something about 
electricity.

The coroner has taken possession of 


all the stuff and he believes it will 
lead to the capture of the assassin. 
The very latest developments dispute 
the theory that the bomb was intended | 
for John E. Andrus, brother of the 
murdered man. 
The Pinkerton men

motive for the taking of Hamlin J. 
Andrus' life. 
Chief Mangin said to a 


reporter that Coroner Miles had kept 
from him all information concerning 
tho tragedy and as a result he had 
been forced to withdraw his men from 
the case.

So far 
as appears, the examiners undertook 
to afford the representatives of all guns 
submitted to the test an opportunity 
to show the merits, value and capaci- 
ties of the weapons, and did not un- 
fairly 
discriminate against any of 


them. The Savage gun was invented 
by an actual inhabitant of the United 
States, who has since become a citizen. 
It was manufactured here wholly of 
American material, and I think it is a 
gun of 'American invention and manu- 
facture' within the fair meaning of tho 
statute."

but among other nations, seems to be 
at present in an unsettled condition. 
During the interval since the passage 
of this law I have given the subject at- 
tention, and have been favored ivith 
the opinions of many persons of hig-h 
authority in military, affairs, and I am 
advised that even the Kemington rifle

I am also advised that tlia 
United States government has on baud 
about 240,000 Springfield rifles; that 
they are available for use by the mili- 
tia, and that'a movement has been ini- 
tiated to furnish them to the several 
states as desired." The governor then
